Most 
buckskin comes from. Mexico, Central 
America, and Brazil. They are small 
skins, and sometimes are faulty be- 
cause of wounds and thorn scratches. 
But this does not weaken the glove, 
and is, indeed, good proof that’ the 
gloves are genuine buck and not sheep- 
skin fixed up-to. resemble buck. ‘The 
leather is dressed in oil and the color 
put on with colored clay dust. The 
color most commonly used is the nat- 
ural color, which is a sort of cream, 
although the beaver tone is a fre- 
quent substitute. A pearl button is 
a characteristic of the buckskin glove.

Chamois gloves are not made from the 
animal whose name they bear.. They 
are washable, which is fortunate, since 
they are of such a light color. , 


Among other unusual leathers used 
for informal gloves for street or sport 
wear are horse@hide, pigskin, deerskin, 
and reindeer. The. last mentioned 
makes extremely expensive gloves 
when the genuine Russian reindeer is 
used, but they give unusually good 
wear, as the leather, which looks like 
a heavy mocha, is one of the closest 
fibers and most durable leathers known. 

Real pigskin comes from the Pee- 
cary hog of Mexico. It has an extreme- 
ly coarse grain, and wears / remark- 
ably well. Pigskin gloves can be washed 
while on the hand by the application 
of a dampened cloth. They come most- 
ly in the natural yellow shade, al- 
though it is sometimes dyed tan.
